PRO-GERMAN INTRIGUE 
ALLEGED BY BORGLUM 


Sculptor Investigated Air- 
craft Matter After Talk 
With Wilson, But Presi- 


dent Says Borglum Was 


Not Official Agent---Crim-| 


inal Proceedings Possible. 


Washington, May 6.—Talk of graft 
and mismanagement in the national 
airplane construction program heard 
for months in senate debate and capi- 
tol lobby gossip culminated today in a 
presidential order for an investigation 
by the department of justice. Almost 
simultaneously it became known that 
Major General Squier, chief signal of- 
ficer and until reeently in direct charge 
of army aviation, had demanded a mili- 
tary court of inquiry. 

The white house, in gnnouncing Pres- 
ident Wilson’s action, made puDlic a 
telegram received Saturday from Hew- 
ard Coffin, former chairman of the air- 
craft board, urging an official inquiry 


“that reputations of innocent men may | 


not be ruined,” and a series of letters 
and télegrams exthanted Between the 
president and Gutzon SBorglium, the 
sculptor, to whom is attributed respon- 
sibility for statements that corruption 
in the expenditure of funds and pro- 
German intrigue has hindered airplane 
production. 
Coffin Demands Inquiry. 

Mr. Coffin sent the following tele- 
gram to the president Saturday from 
Georgia: * 

. “Charges of dishonesty have been 


made against the aircraft board which 
demand the fullest inquiry. I request 


tand urge that an official inquiry be 


had in ,order that the reputation of 


innocent men may not be ruined.” 
President Wilson telegraphed 
today as follows: 


“Your . telegram received. ‘You may 
be sure I shall co-operate in every 
way to prevent what you rightly fure- 
see may happen. The department of 
justice will co-operate to the utmost 
in seeing that all charges are probed 
and truth got at.” 


There also was a letter written by 
the president today to Senator Thomas, 
of Colorado, a member of the senate 
military committee, assuring him that 
every instrumentality of the depart- 
ment of justice will be used to pursue 
charges of dishonesty or malversatior 
of any kind if Mr. Borglum’s allega- 
tions are found worthy of serious con- 
sideration. Senator Thomas laid before 
the president last week assertions 
made to members of the committee by 
the sculptor.

New York, May 6.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—American troops on the French 
front not far from Montdidier have been 
under a storm of shells for the last 
couple of days, projectiles containing 
hig explosives being mingled with 
those charged with poisonous gae fired 
into the lines held by 
 shing’s men. 

Australian and Canadian troops are 
in action on the British lines along the 
vital sectors of the battle front ia 
France. ; 

The Australians have struck the 
Germans near Morlancourt, between 
the Ancre and Somme rivers, east of 
Amiens, and have advanced their lines 
upward of three-quarters of a mile, as 
a result of two assaults on the Teu- 
tonic positions. 

The Canadians have appeared in the 
Arras sector, farther south than they 
have been since the battles in this 
region began March 21. This part of 
the line is most important, as it de- 
fends Arras to the southwest and in- 
cludes localities such ag Neuville- 
Vitasse, Mercatel and REpisleaux-St 
Mare. where there have been bitter 


itheir great offensive. 

Along the remainder of the front in 
‘France there have been no engage- 
}ments of unusual, character, nor has 
{the Italian front beem attacked as yet 
| by the Austrians, who have assembled 
| there. 


'HEAVY FIGHTING 
|EXPECTED SOON. 


From the official reports and dis- 
| patches filed by correspondents at the 
}front there come intimations that 
| heavy fighting may be resumed at any 
; time. The fact that heavy rains are 
failing may have a great deal to do 
| with the delay in the German drive, 
but the allieshold high ground from 
which they can observe the German 
positions, which are generally in the 
|lowlands, and have kept up a heavy 
artillery fire in sectors where the Ger- 
mans have been assembling or Have 
| been at work in bringing up guns for 
= battle which is virtually certain to 
come. 

There is a feeling along the French 
front that the Germans may attack in 
the Ypres, Arras and Amiens sectors 
at the same time. These blows, while 
carried on independently, would reel- 
ly be phases of a new attempt to .cut 
through the lines in the Somme eectdr, 
eliminate the Arras sector and carry 
the high ground to the southwest of 
Ypres. ' 

It has been pointed out by observers 
that an attack on the Arras sector, 
either on the apex between Arras and 
Lens, or.on the sides, of the allied 
lines as they stretch back from those

enemy heavily bombarded the lines in 
the Girection of Seicheprey and those 
northwest of Toul, while south of Ver- 

the Germans displayed reat 
nervousness, throwing up many flares, 

has. been established that the 
troops in that section came recently 
from Flanders. Along the lines near 
Luneville the American patrol have 
been active and have penetrated the 
enemy lines once more. They found 
that the enemy had not reoccupied 
raided portions of their positions and 
that the town of Anservillers, with the 
exception of one stone house, had been 
completely demolished by the Ameri- 
can artillery fire. Many German dug- 
outs under the_ buildings had been 
made useless. Prisoners captured 
from an observation post divulged 
much useful information and said that 
they had just come to this front from 
Rugesia. 


DRUBBING GIVEN 
TO THE GERMANS 
BY AUSTRALIANS 


With the British Army in France, 
May 6.—(By Associated Press.)—Last 
night the irrepressible Australians 
gave the Germans west and southwest 
of Morlancourt, betwéen the Acre and 
the Somme rivers, another drubbing 
and advanced the entente line to a 
depth of 600 yards along a front of 
2,000 yards. The enemy offered strong 
resistance which was entirely to the 
liking of the hardy Anustralians, who 
inflicted heavy casualties and came 
back with more than 150 prisoners. 

The losses of the attacking tRoops 
were slight. ' 

This operation was a continuation 
of one started Saturday night south- 
west of Morlancourt. That time the 
Australians drove in against the ene- 
my and smashed them back seven hun- 
dred yards along a front of 1,500 yards. 
Last night’s push resulted in the line 
further north being swung out to con- 
form with the gain made Saturday. 

Most of the contested positions lay 
on the crest of a considerable ridge 
running east and west below Morlan- 
eourt. The ridge not only overlooks 
that place, but gives observation for 
a long distance on the valley of the 
Ancre and the Somme. 

By their two attacks the Australians 
greatly improved their situation on 
the high ground. 

This was the only infantry action of 
importance reported, but last night the 
Germans were atill working to 
complete their arrangements for the 
renewal of their attack and hard fight- 
ing apparently will be underway again 
very shortly.

Were the 
power company frankly and truthfully to 
set out the methods by which it and ite 
predecessors have piled watered stock upon 
watered stock, there would immediately be 
a demand that charges should be reduced 
to the point where the public would pay 
returns only. on the fair value of the prop- 
erty devoted to the public use. 

An interesting side light on the way 
water is injected into the corporations 
which are now seeking to pay dividends 
on. inflated capitalization appears 
some authentic history. 

In The Atlanta Journal of September, 
1901, is quoted a telegram from Gordon 
Abbot, then president of the Old Colony 
Trust company, of Boston, announcing the 
close of the trade by which the Hurt, or 
ola Consolidated street railway interests, 
passed into the hands of the Atkinson in- 
terests. The Atlanta Rallway and Power 
company then controlled the franchise. It 
hed a bonded debt of $6,000,000 and a 
capital stock of $2,600,000. The story gives 
the account of the sale of 14,000 shares of 
stock of the par value of $1,400,000 for 
$140,000, and $1,000,000 of bonds for $981,- 
449, which cost $970,000. For the stock 
nothing had been paid. But stock’ and 
bonds are charged against, the company at 
$2,400,000, representing $1,480,000 of water. 

In 1907, by way of a stock dividend, the 
Georgia Railway and Electric sompany 
added to its capital $2,004,666. Over $10,- 
000,000 was. given to the electric compaay 
rege ig and other millions were given 


to individuals in 1912. 
Increase in Earnings. 

The earnings of the Atlanta properties 
have steadily increased and are continuing 
to increase. g 

Below are stated earnings from 1902 to 
1917 inclusive. Those of the electric com- 
pany are taken from the report of its offi- 
cers to its stockholders, and those of the 
power company are shown by the report 
filed with the Georgia railroad commission:

| default and in addition charged off the whole

_ preciation. After all that had been done, the 
Se would yet have had a. balance 
credited to surplus of $1,491,561. 

The propaganda claims that the company 
should deduct from its 1917 éarnings depre- 
Clation of $888,382. It has just been shown 
that even such an unprecedented deduction 
would still leave an excellent surplus. But 
ho such deduction is proper. Mr. Atkinson, 
when he was before the railroad commis- 
sion, told them that depreciation had al- 
ready been provided for. He said: 

“The Georgia Railway and Power company 
is providing against depreciation of its 
property by the following four methods: 

“1. It has for nearly four years put its 
entire net earnings into additions and im- 
provements to its property. This policy has 
annually increased the value of ita property. 
Today the company has no floating debt and 
an established credit. 

“2. Its monthly charge to operating ex- 
penses under the head of ‘Maintenance’ is 
sufficient for ordinary repaire and renewals. 

“3. It will in future retain and invest in 
additions and improvements to its property 
& percentage of its future earnings or make 
. substantial annual charge to deprecia- 

on. ; 

“4. Under the terms of its first and re- 
funding mortgage it will be compelled, be- 
ginning with the year 1919, to contribute 
annually to an accumulative sinking fund 
an amount which, with the accumulated in- 
terest, will retire the entire bonded debt at 
the date of maturity."’ 
Present Charges. 

The power company by its advertisements 
jhas said that in other lecalities increased 
{rates have been permitted. Aside from the 
obvious fact that these statements, without 
showing the former rates and present con- 
ditions, have no probative value. your com- 
mitteee finds that present charges are 
higher than in cities comparable with Atlanta. 
To use figures obtained from Richmond, Vaz., 
showing the expense per person for street 
lighting, we find that in Atlanta the aver- 
age for each individual in 36 cents, while 
in Richmond it is %8.7 cents 

In many cities, notably Richmond, Ashe- 
ville and Washington, six tickets are sold 
for a quarter. Schoo) children tickets and six 
tickets for a quarter would have saved the 
people of Atlanta $680,000 in one year’s time 
if only one-half of Atlanta’s school chil- 
dren used the car lines twice a day during 
the school year. 

We shall not lengthen this report by giv- 
jing at this time more figures on this 
point, but it is a fact that present rates 
jin Atlanta are higher than in other cities 
‘of Mke population. 

Amount of Proposed Increase. 

Based on accurate calculations, the fol- 
lowing would approximate the added cost to 
lthe people of Atlanta alone that would re- 
, Sult from the requested increases in rates:

This total is equal to two-thirds of the 
real and personal property taxes paid to the 
city of Atlanta in 1917. 

With an estimated population of 200,000, 
the requested increases in Atlanta would 
exceed a $9 per capita tax on every man, 
woman and child in the city.

Dr. Knickerbocker’s Card. 


The one big topic of conversation 
Mofiday among the delegates of the 
Southern Methodist General conference 
was the story in The Constitution Sun- 
day concerning the unique method of 
Dr. H. D. Knickerbocker, of Houston, 
Texas, in putting before the confer- 
ence the name of Dr. George R. Stuart 
for election to the bishopric. Confer- 
ence members declared they were pre- 
pared for almost anything the Texas 
man might do, but they never dreamed 
he would completely upset all known 
traditions of Methodism as he has done 
in this affair. More conservative mem- 
bers of the assembly are dubious as to 
the outcome of the venture, and fearful 
lest it react in bringing the bishopric 
into some degree of disrespect. 

Dr. Stuart himself did not appear 
much perturbed over the step taken 
by his friend. When asked if he would 
make a statement, he declared: 

‘T was not consulted about the card 
and did not know any such thing was 
thought of by anybody. I have no crit- 
icism of a dear good friend, whether 
wisely or unwisely, trying to help me. 
I have been a member of the general 
conference in four sessions, covering a 
period of 16 years.

CORRUPTION CHARGED 
TO AIRCRAFT FAILURE 


Continued From First Page 


German influence as a factor in the 
failure of aircraft production will also 
be investigated. 

Status of Borglum as Investigator. 

The exuct status of Mr. Borglum as 
an investigator, which until now has 
been more, or less of a mystery to the 
public, is cleared up by the correspond- 
ence. It develops that after the sculp- 
tor had written to Secretary Tumulty 
last November in regard to alleged de- 
fects in the aviation organization, and 
the desirability of having certain ex- 
perts called in, the president asked him 
to present his ideas. Later, on January 
2, the president wrote a letter to Mr. 
Borglum, asking him to come to Wash- 
ington and lay the matter before the 
secretary of war and, with the aid of a 
member of the secretary’s personal 
staff, discover the facts by personal in- 
vestigation. Borglum did this, and on 
February 1 the president sent a pre- 
liminary report from him to Secretary 
Baker, with this note: 

“Here is Mr. Borglum’s preliminary 
report. Is there not some one entirely 


disconnected from aeronautics and 
from those who are prominent in carry- 
ing out the airplane program whom 
you can ask to go over this thing with 
an unbiased mind and give us his na- 
tive impressions of it? There may be 
something worthy of our consideration, 
and suggestions worthy to be adopted.” 

On March 29, after an exchange of 
telegrams with Borglum, the president 
wrote that he had placed the miaterial 
the latter had furnished at the dis- 
posal of men to whom he had commit- 
ted the task of making a systematic 
inquiry into the ‘whole aviation situa- 
tion. These were the special commit- 
tee headed by H. Snowden Marshall, of 
New York, whose preliminary report 
preceded the recent reorganization of 
the army aviation service, and the ap- 
pointment of John D. Ryan as director- 
general. 

Wilson Disowns Borglum. 

Apparently the sculptor resented not 
being allowed to carry out the inquiry 
himself. In response to a complaint 
that he had not been supplied with suit- 
able expert assistance, the president on 
April 15 informed him that he feared 
he had been under a serious misappre- 
hension as to his status. “I never at 
any time constituted you an official in- 
vestigator,” wrote the president. “a 
merely gave you the right to look into 
the matter of your own motion, and I 
am sure the letter which the secretary 
of war provided you with, he gave you 
with the same purpose and idea.

The president closed by ‘expressin 
the hope that Mr. Borglum would fee 
it his duty to turn over to official in- 
vestigators any evidence in his sses- 
sion. It has been reported since that 
the sculptor refused to deal with the 
Marshall committee. 

Mr. Borglum had a conference. to- 
day with members of the senate mili- 
tary committee and gave them a list 
of witnesses he desires summoned if 
the committee reopens its investiga- 
tlon as a result of his disclosures. He 
reiterated his assertions that criminal 
liability could be established. 

Borglum Charges Not Entirely Clear. 

Eactly what the Borglum charges 
are never has been revealed publicly, 
though they have been broadly hinted 
at in senate debate and freely dis- 
cussed in cloak rooms. Whether the 
senate committee will consider them 
has not been determined, but a majority 
opposes action, and Acting Chairman 
Hitchcock has stated that an inquiry 
involving possible criminal proceed- 
ings should be conducted by the de- 

artment of justice. A meeting will 

held in a few days to settle the 
question. 

General Squier’s request for a mili- 
tary inquiry to clear up the matter 
so far as he and his subordinates are 
concérned, is before Secretary Baker, 
and there has been no intimation of 
what action the secretary will take. 

Mr. Baker is making a personal 
study of the situation. Besides such 
‘statements as Mr. Borglum has made, 
he has before him voluminous cable 
correspondence with European officials 
as well as American officers on the 
other side, dealing with aircraft types 
and changes, the proceedings of the 
aircraft board as shown by its records 
and all other data throwing Iight on 
any phase of the matter. He said 
today that he had not concluded his 
study or arrived at any determination 
as to whether there was ground shown 
for prosecution of any official. 

The only element of the situation, 
not as yet in Mr. Baker’s hands, s0 
far as known, is the final report of the 
Marshall committee, which will be 
submitted to the president when com- 
pleted. 

If a military court is convened, it 
will have authority to subpoena wit- 
nesses and also to require the produc- 
tion of books and other papers. Army 
officers prefer to have such a court 
instead of a congressional committee 
conduct the inquiry. Those involved, 
it is said, propose to be ably repre- 
sented by counsel and to seek not only 
to discolse the facts in conneetion with 
aircraft production, but to look into 
the motives of those behind.the criti- 
cai agitation against their work.

. THE PEOPLE'S LOAN. 


The American people gave splendid re 
sponse to the country’s third call for cash 
with which to help fight the Huns! 

Never in the history of the world was a 
government’s cal] for help answered with 
fore universal accord or with more pro 
nounced enthusiasm. 

’ The call was for $3,000,000,000. The an- 
gwer was around $4,000,000,000. 

~ But the most gratifying and most reas- 
suring feature about the outcome of the 
third Liberty Loan campaign has not to do 
with money, but with personnel; in other 
words, with the marvelous distribution of 
the bond-takers. 

When the first Liberty Loan was put to 

the people, early in our belligerency, about 
6,500,000 subscribed—which at the time was 
very gratifying, and elicited world-wide com- 
mendatory comment. Then the second call 
prought double the number of responses; 
and the world marveled at the spontaneity 
with which American dollars “sprung to 
arms” in defense of liberty. 
' ‘What, then, must be the world’s opinion 
of American patriotism when the Incomplete 
returns from the third Liberty Loan canvass 
show that almost a billion dollars more than 
was called for was subscribed, and that ap- 
proximately 17,000,000 American citizens 
subscribed to the fund.

It means 
that almost as many individual Americans 
as there are American families have ex-

scribers to more than one for every family 
in the United States! 

The spectacular manner in which Atlanta 
and the Sixth Federal Reserve district ral- 
lied toward the closing hours of the loan 
campaign, and, with a spontaneous outburst 
of patriotic fervor, boosted their respective 
quotas, not only “over the top,” but hoisted 
them far and away beyond the mark set, is 
typical of what was done the country over— 
not a solitary district, and few, if any, local 
communities falling below their respective 
apportionments as fixed by the treasury de 
partment. 

It shows how solidly the American people 
stand united behind the government in this 
war. And the history of the world shows 
that a people so united, and especially if 
backed by such tremendous resources as ours 
are, cannot be beaten! 

And now we are ready for the fourth Lib- 
erty Loan as soon as it is needed! 


MACHINERY ON THE FARM. 


Under the auspices of the Georgia Council 
of National Defense a demonstration of farm 
tractors is to be staged at Albany, this

will be impossible for the farmers to pro 
duce the requisite supplies of food while the 
war lasts. unless machinery is more gener 
ally employed to take the place of men, 
and, it might be added, to take the place of 
horses and mules, too, since the war has 
nearly scoured, the country bare of those 
important farm animais. 

Therefore, the council, which is only a 
part of the federal war machinery, is be- 
stirring itself to stimulate the use of motor- 
ized machines and implements on the farms 
to supplant men and power animals. 

The situation is about as Martin V. Cal- 
vin, Marietta, Ga., president of the Georgia 
Agricultural society, expressed it recently 
in an article appearing in The Farm Imple 
ment News— | 

The supreme question is, how may 
the farm labor problem be solved? The 
answer is, the farm labor problem can 

be and is being solved by the intelli- 

gent use of labor-saving farm imple- 

ments and farm machinery. 

It is gratifying that the Council of De 
fense has taken hold of this matter, and the 
implement manufacturers and dealers and 
the general public can render a distinct na- 
tional service by co-operating to the fullest 
extent possible in placing mechanical power 
implements upon the farms. 

As Mr. Calvin further declares, the vari- 
ous fairs that will be held this fall each will 
afford a splendid opportunity for furthering 
this propaganda. 

But the matter Is too pressing and of too 
vital importance right now to be postponed 
until the season of fairs comes on this fall, 
and it is to be hoped, not only that the 
farmers and the farm tractor interests of the 
country will co-operate’ to make this Albany 
demonstration as fruitful as possible, but 
that other and similar demonstrations — of 
tractors, and other types of farm labor-sav- 
ing implements—will be held throughout the 
state during the time intervening between 
now and fair season this fall. 

The whole solution of the, farm labor 
problem resolves itself into a matter of edu- 
cating the farmer in the advantages of ma- 
chinery over man ahd animal power, and in 
demonstrating to his satisfaction that an in- 
vestment in a good, standard-make, service- 
able implement will prove a saving to him 
in time and money; that it will mean to him 
better work,*bigger yields, and prove an 
economy all round. . 


PUNISHING SEDITION. 


Patriots may well rejoice that the sena- 
torial controversy and wrangling over the 
so-called anti-sedition bill is at an end and 
that the measure has been put in shape for 
immediate enactment. 

. Despite all that the “little group” could 
do, the senate has adopted the conference 
report on the bill; and now the measure 
lacks only ‘the approval of the conferees’ 
agreement by the house, during the current 
week, when it will go to the prestdent and 
by his approval become law. . 
_ And when it does become law, all traitors, 


all seditionists, all loose-tongued critics of 


the government’s war policies had best be- 
ware, because this bill provides precisely 
the authority: that is needed to clip their 
wings and to hobble them. — : 

The bill fixes the maximum of twenty 
years’ imprisonment or $10,000 fine, or both 
such imprisonment and fine, for disloyal 
acts and utterances! Its penalties apply, 


during the wr, to persons who wilfully 
utter— : 


disloyal, profane, scurrilous or abusive 
language about the form of the govern- 
ment of the United States, the constitu- 
tion, the military or naval forces, the 
flag or uniform of the United Statea or 
any language intended to bring the form 
of government of the United States, the 
constitution, the military or naval forces, 
the flag or uniform of the United States 
into contempt, scorn, contumely or dis- 
repute; or language’intended to incite, 
provoke or encourage resistance to the 

United States, or to promote the cause 

of its enemies, and wilful display of the 

flag of any enemy nation. 

_ Furthermore, under this law, the hand of 
justice will fall heavily upon all who utter 
statements— 

designed to curtail production of war 

necessities, or the teaching or advocacy 

of any of the prohibited acts in the meas- 
ure, while another general and broad 
provision makes the penalties apply to 
those “who by word or act support or 
favor the cause of any country with 
which the United States is at war or by 
word or act oppose the cause of the 

United States therein.” 

Another section of the act authorizes the 
postmaster general to withhold from deliv- 
ery any mail matter which he may consider 
violative of, the espionage law. 

The bill as a whole is full of “teeth,” and 
is a capital measure. It ig just such a law 
as the country needs; and the need for it fs 
made-all the more apparent by the fact that 
it has been pending for a year, during which 
time its enactment has been blocked by the 
aforementioned “little group” in the senate. 

Of course, as was to be expected, Harda- 
wick, of Georgia, and Reed, of Missouri, the 
inseparable Siamese twins of national ob- 
struction, voted against the bill; and were 
the only democrats in the senate who did! 
They fought the measure from the first, 
taking the weather-beaten, disloyalist pogi- 
tion that such legislation is “unnecessary, 
unconstitutional, too drastic, and confers too 
wide discretion upon administrative offi- 
cials.”’ : , 

But how any measure can be “too dras- 
tic” in its application to traitors and disloy- 
alists to country in time of war it will be 
hard to make the red-blooded, 100-per-cent 
American members of society understand; 
and the country generally will approve the 
law and commend its enactment. Undouwbt- 
edly it foreshadows a decidedly unpleasant 
half-hour for the blatant clan of counffy- 
blockers, but with such the rank and file of 
the people have scant sympathy.

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NEURASTHENIA. 

What our grandmothers called “nervous 
prostration” ia today called neurasthenia. 
Neurasthenia means literally lack of nervy- 
ous strength. It is strictly a theoretical 
conception. Nervous prostration expresses 
the idea quite as well as neurasthenia does; 
giving it a more fashionable name doesn't 
make the diagnosis any more respectable. 

There no question that John Jones has 
a& more ble nervous system than John 
Smith. In other words, John Jones is either 
built of better material, or has given his 
hody better care than John Smith. John 
Smith, perhaps, has been up against more 
trouble, more worry and more burdensome 
responsibilities than John Jones. Jones, per- 
haps, leta his business and family cares rest 
while he sleepa or plays; whereas Smith pre- 
fers to take his troubles to bed. with him 
or drag them along when he goes a-fishing. 
In fact, Smith seldom goes a-fishing. He 
just can’t get away. Jones, however, doesn't 
take life so seriously; he hasn’t such a bump 
of concéit as Smith has; Jones feels pretty 
sure that business affairs in general will 
manage to preserve some semblance of order 
even without the master mind, for a few 
days now and then. a 

Neurasthenia is a compromise with diag- 
nostic incapacity. Not professional incom- 
petence, but scientific incapacity. We 
haven’t the instruments of precision or the 


necessary knowledge to make the diagnosis 


earlier, so we use a makeshift, neurasthenia. 
Neurasthenia is a functional weakness; all 
nerve specialists insist on that. But all 
functional disease is organic, of course. Dis- 
ease is disturbance of function. When 4 
doctor tells a patient the trouble is neuras- 
thenia it is because the doctor hasn’t the 
ability, and perhaps science has not yet pro- 
duced the means, to make a real diagnosis. 

Assuming the patient ia built of fair ma- 
terial. His neurasthenia is produced by 
some error of living, some bad habit. Most 
disease is so produced. Well, can he con- 
tinue the bad habit or the faulty mode of 
life and regain his nervous balance? No. 
He can try hard, many neurasthenics try 
very hard indeed. He can take all sorts 
of treatment alleged to strengthen or tone 
the nervous system. But his neurasthenia 
will remain with him until the cause is re- 
moved, and then he will get well. Or if 
the patient persist in hanging on to his 
neurasthenia, if he refuses to revise his 
mode of living, sooner or later the “func- 
tional” disturbance is discovered to be an 
obvious result of some organic degeneration. 
That is the ultimate breakdown that tremi- 
nates sO many careers.

If “kernels” under the arm are also present, 
that adds to the probability of cancer. »

FOR THE NEXT SCHOOL 
FOR TRAINING OFFICERS 


Rules governing the admission of Georgia 
men into the fourth officers’ training schools 
have been issued by Major Joel B. Mallet in 
a dircular letter dated Monday, May 6. 

A telegram from the provost marshal 
general is quoted, showing that these schools 
are to be established May 15, and will be pri- 
marily for the training of enlisted men; but 
certain men within the draft age may be 
selected and permitted to enlist therein. 
Such men must be in one of the following 
classes: 

1. Members of the reserve officers’ train- 
ing corps units who either will complete the 
senior course this present year or have com- 
pleted one year’s course of same, and since 
January 1, 1917, have received not less than 
300 hours of military instruction under the 
supervision of an army officer. 

2. Graduates of educational institutions 
maintaining a course of military instruction 
under the supervision of a duly detailed army 
officer, who has received not less than one 
year’s military training at same. 

Permits to enlist will be granted such 
registrants through their local boards when 
they have shown, by certificate from their 
military instructor, that they have been 
selected: to attend the officers’ training 
school. 

Enlisted men will be admitted through 
their camp or cantonment organizations on 
a plan similar to that of the third school. 


FINE RECORDS MADE 
BY MANY COUNTIES 
IN BOND CAMPAIGN 


In plling up its oversubscription of 48 per 
cent for the third Liberty Loan, some re- 
markable records were made by individual 
counties and town in the sixth federal re- 
serve district. 

It is believed that this district is the only 
one in the entire country to record 100 per 
cent of the counties included exceeding their 
quota. Of the 427 counties in the six states 
which comprise the district handled from 
Atlanta, every one exceeded its allotment. 

Some especially remarkable records in- 
clude the county of Towns, Georgia, which 
subscribed seven times its quota; Union and 
Bryan counties, Georgia, made their allot- 
ment four times, and Chembérs county, Ala- 
bama, six times.

Fred J. Cooledge 
was elected foreman of the jury. 


LABOR LEADERS SPEAK 
TO THE TELEGRAPHERS 


The southeastern division of the Commer- 
cial Telegraphers’ union at an emergency 
conference and mass meeting at the Labor 
Temple formulated the policy of this division 
of the union with reference to meeting the 
alleged lockout instituted by the Western 
Union and Postal telegraph companies 
against members of the wnion. 

It was decided, after much discussion, that 
the southeastern division would back the 
actions of the union’s national executive 
committee, which is scheduled to attend a 
conciliatory conférence with the telegraph 
officials before the war labor board in Wash- 
ington Wednesday. 

The conference was addressed by Jerome 
Jones, special representative of the depart- 
ment of labor in the south; Earle Griggs, 
Albert Schwartz and Robert Gann. 

President Albert W. Carter, of the At- 
lanta district council of the union, was elect- 
ed to represent the Atlanta local at the 
Washington conciliatory conference. 


FLOYD FURLOW NAMED 
OTIS ELEVATOR HEAD 


Fioyd C. Furlow, formerly an instructor 
at the Georgia School of Technology, has 
been elected president of the Otis Elevator 
company, according to information received 
in Atlanta Monday from the headquarters 
in New York. Mr. Furlow has been with the 
manufacturing concern only a short time, his 
steady advancement to the high position be- 
ing due to his combination of executive and 
technical ability. Atlanta offices of the Otis 
‘levator company. are at 84% Marietta 
street, and the local representative is W. D. 
Hoffman. 


Washington, May 6.—(Special.)—The 
American soldiers who constitute the expedi- 
tionary forces in France will not be able to 
vote at the various state elections this fall. 
This has been decided by the war depart- 
ment, the belief being that the votes of 
these men cannot be taken without a serious 
interference with military efficiency. The 
men who are stationed at camps and canton- 
ments, and at any military post, in the 
boundaries of the United States, will be per- 
mitted to vote, under the provisions of a law 
framed for that purpose. 

Just what political effect the elimination 
of several hundred thousand voters from the 
usual polls in this country will have is en- 
tirely problematical. It may work. many 
changes, and bring about results entirely 
unlooked for. In Georgia the political com- 
plexion will not be changed, but the absence 
of several thoasand of the young men demo- 
crats at the September primafies will un- 
questionably have its bearing on some of 
the candidates. It is safe to say these men 
would vote very largely against Senator 
Hardwick. The most loyal man, as a rule to- 
day, is the man already in khaki. If the many 
thousand young Georgia voters who will be 
overseas in September could get an oppor- 
tunity to go after the obstructionist at the 
ballot box they would do it, but this privilege 
will be denied them. Which of the other can- 
didates would benefit by this soldier vote is 
a problem. 

In the meantime the matter df the soldier 
vote in France is worrying many slate- 
makers and political managers. It has been 
suggested that the secretary of war be ap- 
pealed to to permit each soldier to write his 
ballot, and return it by mall, thus taking no 
time except during the rest period, and that 
similar to that occupied in writing home. It 
is not probable this’ plan will be adopted. As 
stated, General McCain, who ts the adjutant 
general, says the soldiers in France or in 
any foreign country in the theater of war 
will not vote. That settles it for the time 
being, anyway.

Bills Introduced 
By Representative Bell. 

Representative Bell, of the ninth district, 
has just introduced a number of bills call- 
ing for various appropriations, for one thing 
and another, all for his district, of course. 
In, view of the well-known policy to appro- 
priate for nothing at this time except war 
essentials, such bills will not get out of the 
committee rooms at this session; but the 
well-known Georgian goes on the theory that 
it pays to keep his wants before the house, 
so that he may have some claim to priority 
when the good day does come that local 
measures can get a fighting chance. Among 
Mr. Bell's bills, many of which are reintro- 
duced from the _ sixty-fourth congress, are ; 
several for federal buildings, including one 
at Gainesville, Buford, Winder, Lawrence- 
ville, Jefferson, Toccoa, Canton and Com- 
merce. Some of the sites have already been 
purchased for buildings in these cities when 
the government gets around to such work 
again. That will not be this year. 

Another bill by Mr. Bell provides for the 
establishment of a fish-cultural station in 
the waters of the Chattahoochee river near 
Nacoochee valley. This bill provides for an 
appropriation of $25,000. On account of its 
food value, it is possible this measure might 
be pushed through on the war schedules. 
Still another measure by this representative 
provides for the establishment of a national 
highway from the county of Oconee, in South 
Carolina, in the government forest reserve 
boundary, through several Georgia counties— 
in the Bell district, of course—to Chicka- 
mauga park. This would serve to connect 
up the two reservations. This measure will 
probably also have to walt. 


Manufacturers Must Not 
Fix Retailers’ Price. 

The federal trade commission has just is- 
sued a complaint for violations of law, 
with an order to desist, against a large man- 
ufacturing concern because the manufactur- 
ers sold only on the agreement that the re- 
tail prices of the products should be fixed. 
The decision is one of tremendous importance 
and is so sweeping that it is destined to revo- 
lutionize many business policies in. this 
country. 

After full consideration the federal trade 
commission has decided to issue complaints 
against all business concerns who refuse to 
sell unless the purchaser will agree to main- 
tain a resale price fixed by the seller. The 
case just decided is the first formal finding 
by the commission to that effect. When once 
an article has passed from the maker to a 
purchaser, he owns it, and the owner of such 
article may sell it at any price that he 
chooses provided he does not himself gell it 
at such price as to be below cost, and thus 
thereby enter into unfair competition wit 
other retailers selling the same article. 

This decision is going to be open to con- 
siderable controversy in relation to the sub- 
ject matter thereof, and the matter will prob- 
ably have to be settled by an act of congress 
in the manner suggested by Mr. Justice 
Brandeis in his concurring opinion in the 
supreme court of the United States, tn the 
case $f the American Graphophone company. 
The Stephens bill which is now in congress 
is in relation to that matter, but in the esti- 
mation of many business men and others it is 
thought to be broader than it should be. it 
may be that resale prices can be so regu- 
lated by placing the power somewhere pro- 
tecting against unfair prices as to make it 
work equitably, and be a fair method of com- 
petition in commerce, but that question wil) 
undoubtedly have to be settled by congres- 
sional action.

Work ef Organization. 

The work of organizing for the $250,- 
000 campaign of May 20-27 was taken 
up Monday by the executive committee 
of the Atlanta chapter, which stressed 
the point in its announcement that 
every cent contributed to the fund will 
go direct to war work. Every dollar 
for expenses of organization, clerical 
help, office rent—everything—has been 
taken care of through other sources. 

“Your dollars will go 100 per cent 
to relieving suffering and saving lives,” 
said Chairman Edwin F. Johnson. 

The executive committee decided to 
leave the appointment of the two wom- 
en “generals” to a committee composed 
of W. H. Kiser, chairman, and Gen- 
eral Bugene R. Black and Sam C. 
Dobbs. 

The committee accepted with en- 
thusiasm the offer of Potentate George 
M. Napier‘o use the services of Yaarab 
temple, Mystic Shrine, in putting over 
the Red Cross campaign. This phase 
of the work was turned over to a com- 
mittee of Shriners composed of Mr. 
Napier, Henry Watkins, Forrest Adair, 
Walter Andrews and J. H. Hynds, which 
will confer with Chairman Johnson 
and Generals Dobbs and Black as to 
details.

Penalties Imposed. 


Serious complaints are reported by 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule, federal food ad- 
ministrator, of alleged unfair prac- 


tices attempted by manufacturing con- 
cerns and certain syrup-makers and 
soft drink dispensers affected by the 
new sugar law, effective May 15. 

Every suspected concern in the state, 
it is announced, will be subjected to a 
strict inquiry and vigorous applica- 
tion of the severest penalties provided 
by the food act will be applied. 


Attempt te Hoard Sugar. 


It is alleged that in certain instances, 
following circulation of Monday's pa- 
pers carrying announcement of the new 
law, which becomes effective May 15, 
heavy purchases of sugar were made 
by concerns which come within the re- 
strictions, and that this sugar is being 
stored. Im some cases coneerns have 
bought sugar and are attempting to 
hide it at residences, it is alleged. One 


large concern was reported to have 


gone into the market Monday and pur- 
chased an enormous quantity of sugar. 
The application for purchase was 
promptly reported to the food adminis- 
tration, the purposé was suspected, and 
the sugar allowed to be delivered. Upon 
acceptance, an immediate investigation 
was instituted.
